He had been 
twice, at Hill 60 and at Vimy 
Ridge. and his common-law wife 
nureed him back to health. 

Three years ago Shapiro 
brought his common-law wife to 
Los Angeles.

Fourth of July. And, thereafter, 
his love for Rae crowded from 

the woman he had lived 
with for twelve years. 


HIS SWEETHEART 
“Until today Rae was my sweet- 
heart.”

tion revealed that 58 per cent of the college 
Gtaduates were engaged in teaching school. 
We may therefore assume that the peda- 
gogic, like the clerical, profession is among 
the most healthful aud least hazardous. In- 
deed, life insurance statistics confirm this. 
Such favorable figures for college grad - 
uates are not surprising. As a rule they 
come from homes where living conditions 
are conducive to good health, not always 
the case with the girl who earlier in lite 
must take an industrial position.

The chief aim of the Los Angeles Crime 
Commission's reform program is to bring 
the old California Penal Code closer in linc. 
with modern conditions, to punish major 
crimes more heavily atid minor ones more 
This latter change is important 
for securing strict justice. 

Therefore, item five on the proposeli list 
of bills now before the Legislature would 
make the minimum velue of stolen prop 
erty, the theft of which constitutes grand |. 
larceny, $200 instead of $50, as at present. 
In criminal trials courts and juries are 
naturally influenced by circumstances that 
may aggravate or mitigate the offense com- 
mitted. But upon conviction the sentence | * 
is limited by the letter of the law. Since 
stealing $60 under the present code con- 
stitutes grand larceny, the penalty is pro 


heavy. 


So it usually happens that when the sum 
involved is only a small one, though the 
theft is proven, the jury refuses to convict 
because of the severe penalty that musi 
necessarily follow. By raising the grand 
larceny limit to $200 these cases could be 
the moment, dead met with the lighter sentence they deserve.

BOARD DIVIDED 
IN BUS FIGHT 


Leeds Hits Other Members 
for Ignoring Him 


The’ issue of the street railways 
againat the indépendent motor bus- 
ses has reached the heated stage 
at the City Hall, the battle at pres- 
ent centering in the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities with the board divided 
as to the manner in which the 
transportation problem shall be 
solved. 

Commissioner Bogardus of the 
Hollywood Chamber of Commeree, 
who recently was appointed to the 
Com mission by Mayor Cryer, 
pounds the Commission table and 
declares the street railway com- 
pany must make service extensions 
or it can expect competition from 
independent motor busses. Com- 
™ oner Kennedy thunders that 
the public must have adequate 
transportation service, but declines 
to join with Commissioner Bogar- 
Gus in putting down in black and 
white in a formal statement Com- 
missioner Bogardus's threats 
— the street railway coupa- 
nies. . Commissioner Leeds, the 
third member of the board, agrees 
that improvements in service are 
needed, but he is opposed to the 
methods employed by both Com- 
missioners Bogardus and Kennedy. 
He contends that recommenda- 
tions for extensions must be based 
on engineering facta. 


CARE IN ORDERS URGED 
Mr. Leeds also declares that the 
Board is intrusted by the people 
with the responsibility of not or- 
dering in helter-skelter fashion 
street railway extensions which 
would be operated at a loss and 
would result, eventually, in an or- 
der from the Rallroad Commission 
increasing fares to 10 cents or 
more in place of the 5-cent and 6- 
cent fares which are among the 
lowest charged in any city in the 
United States, and for the main- 
tenance of which the majority 
members of the former Board, 
comprising Commissioners Leeds 
and King, stood back of former 
Chief Engineer H. Z. Osborne, Jr., 
and successfully fought increases 
in fares. 

Bince Commissioners Kennedy 
and Bogardus came into control of 
the board, Commissioner Leeds. 
who was appointed by a previous 
administration, has played a lone 
hand as a minority member, ard 
he has protested against the new 
rules of the board, which suberdi- 
nated the chief engineer. 

The majority members of the 
board — Commissioners Kennedy 
and Bogardus—are now concluding 
their hearings. at which repre- 
sentatives from various sections 
have told of the transportation 
needs of those districts, and Com- 
missioner Bogardus said yesterday 
that within ten days the commis- 
mon will have a complete report 
ready on .he needs of the city as 
a whole.
